WHEN TO EAT PARSNIPS. 


I 


T Is iu t!ie uprliiK tlint parsnips 


arc at their best If they buvo 
been properly kept. The farmer's 


.wife lias some one bm-y her stock hi 
Hie ground below the frost line. This 
\n clone In the fall, and the parnnlps 
ate'not touched until spring, when the 
ground seems to have .'developed a par- 
ticulnr flavor which is very pleasing 
to epicures. 


When prepared for cooking, parsnips 


must be scraped and washed until 
eleau. They are boiled for about an 
hour. If cut in .Imlf, less time Is need- 
ed. 


Some Palatable Dishss. 


Parsnips With Cn.'iuu Smiciv- Take 


boiled parsnips, cut them into cubes 
and serve with oronm sauce. 
Youiitr 


parsnips arc tiie best for this purpose. 
If the parsnips are old.mi hour nml a 
quarter is not too long to let them 
boil. 
Thus cooked they are served 


with fish. 


Fried Parsnips.-Boil, peel and drain 


the parsnips, cut into halves,' season 
with salt and pepper and dip first into 
melted butter and tben into sifted 
flour. Place some drippings or cook- 
Ing Butter Into a frying pan. Put in 
the parsnips and fry until they are 
brown on nil sides. 


Parsnip Fritters.—After the parsnips 


have been boiled and the skins taken 
off mash them and season with salt, 
pepper and butter. .Mold the mashed 
parsnips into little Hat cakes, flour and 
fry in butter until golden brown. 


Novel Recipes. 


Parsnips With Carrots.—Wash and 


split the parsnips a:.d carrots and Iny 
them in a saucepan with the flat side 
down. 
Put. on boiling water enough 


to..cover them, and boll until lender, 
when the skins may be removed. Then 
add 11 butter sauce and they are ready 
to serve. 


Cold boiled parsnips may be sliced 


and fried. 


Parsnip Soup.—To make a soup for 


four persons take a quart of stock, 
two ounces of butter, salt and pepper 
to taste and a pound of sliced parsnips. 


Put the parsnips into a saucepan 


with the butter, which has been melt- 
ed, and simmer until lender., Then 
boil In a pint of stock for linlf nil 
hour. 
Take off and strain and put 


in the rest of the stock. Season aiki 
serve.

She 
may herself-choose the form of mar-

A WEllSET TRAP 


Snared a Blackmailer Who Dared 


j 
to Invade Wall Street. 


'TRIED TO WORK JAY GOULD. 


But th» Old Financier Was Not to Be 
i Soared by a Black Hand Letter, and 
I Hi» Partner Fixed Up a Scheme That 


Clovcrly Caught the Culprit. 
The late Jay Gould arrived nt his of- 


fice one morning In a state of. mjud. 
"There!" he said to his favorite part- 
ner, flinging down a letter which had 
been addressed to Mrs. Jay Gould. "1 
don't, mind their .writing their scurril- 
ous things to me, but when they begin 
to send them to my wife It's got to be 
Stopped. What can you do?"- 


The partner first read the letter. The 


Writer premised that he hadlost a great 
deal of money, speculating in Gould 
stocks, especially Missouri Pacific, and 
reauired that he oe advised how to get 
back what he had lost and more be; 
sides. Unless :Mr. Gould Imparted to 
lim straight, bona fide money making 
Information he would destroy Mrs. 
Could, The manner In which he de- 
sired the Information to be imparted 
was this: Every morning an advertise- 
ment should be inserted In the personal 
column of a-certain1 New. York news- 
paper .advising him when to huy and 
^•hen to sell Missouri Pacific. The ad- 
vertisement 6hould.be written in a code 
which he had devised, so that he alone 
isvould receive and understand the,tip, 


"I tnink I can catch him," said Mr. 


TGouii's partner. '-Just leave it to me." 


Mr. Gonid was for. calling in Inspec- 


tor Byrnes at once, but his partner 
thought they, had better -wait until 
they bad laid a mine for the offender.* 


The sartner,kivho had a shrewd un- 


lliig <>' mimaii nature, proceed- 


ed In mi micxpccted manner, it hap- 
pened that Mr. (lould's (Inn was very 
active In .Missouri Pacific and, eon- 
trolled 
I hi 
1 nlofk's .ililctiintliins. 
On 


the iievt day an advertisement was 
liiscrteil, as the bliteknialler had re- 
guested; Informing him agreeably to 
his code to buy Missouri racitic and- 
to watch for further instructions. .Mis- 
souri rai-Ille stock went up. A few 
days Inter another advertisement was 
inserted telling him to sell Missouri 
1'nclflc. 
Aiiil Missouri Pacitlc declin- 


ed. Again he was told when to buj 
It and again when to sell it, and when 
this had been repeated a number of 
times the partner was ready to sprluv; 
the trap. 
He inserted an advertise- 


ment which took the blackmailer of? 
his guard. It read somewhat like this. 


"Missouri Pacific.—The person who 


has been receiving information to his, 
own profit- about the movements of 
this stock ,'ias not kept faith with us, 
He has been Imparting it to others. 
For that reason it is discontinued." 
.That was not true. There was not 
the slightest reason to believe that. thB 
blackmailer had imparted his Informa- 
tion to others; there had been even 
no conclusive evidence of his acting' 
on It for himself, as tie would not be 
likely to speculate ou so large a scale 
as to be recognized in the stock, niar* 
ket. But even in a few hundred shares 
at a time a mail could make a great 
deal of money in a short time if he 
knew beforehand infallibly when the 
price would rise and when it would 
fall. 
Mr.. Gould's partner counted 


upon the man's natural impulse when 
accused of having, by his own lack 
of. discretion, slain his goose. The im- 
pulse would he to deny that he had 
broken faith; The chances were that 
he would deny it by letter. The trick 
was to nail him as lie mailed the letter. 


Inspector Byrnes Was . now palled 


into the eiise. The accusing advertise- 
ment was printed on Sunday morning, 
so that If the blnclunaller posted a 


letter during ttio nay ic woiim i/o o". 
the easier to nitdi him. 
Inspector 


Byrnes stationed n man at every mall 
box in the postal district from which 
the original letter of threat had bivu 
posted to Mrs. Gould. Every man who 
posti'd.a lelier anywhere in that dis- 
trict Hint. Sunday \v.is iiiuler suspicion. 
Before he was out of sight a delec- 
live, under pretense of posting one of 
his own, had opened the'box witli his 
pass key and had Inspected the letter 
last deposited. 


And just.before dark a letter ad- 


dressed 'to Jay Gould was posted by a 
well dressed young man, who ten mlu- 
nies later was In the otilce of Inspector 
Byrnes protesting'indignantly ami <le; 
daring his family connections. , He did 
not kiio.w ou what evidence he had 
been taken,, Mr. Gould's partner was 
summoned, and he opened the letter, 
which was exactly the one expected. 
The writer warmly and truthfully de- 
nied that he had imparted the Missouri 
Pacific information to any one and said 
that therefore he should expect to con- 
tinue receiving it as before.

Here la a very slmpla way Id which 


to test the quality ot the milk you 
buy. First stir the mitt -with a spoou 
lu order to disseminate Into the whole 
liquid tho cream which may 
come to tho surface. 
Then ona vol- 


ume of milk is poured into flfty vol- 
umes of water—one fluid ounce to tflo 
and a half pints. A candle la lighted 
la a dark room. Take an ordinary 
Drinking glass with a tolerably flat 
and even bottom and hold it right 
above the candle at a distance of 
about one foot from It, so as to be 
able to see the flame of the candle 
through the bottom of the glass. Then 
jffiur_slo_v£ly__tUA.dlluted milk Into tha 
glass. 


The flame becomes less bright, as 


the level of the liquid rises Into tho 
glass. The flame is soon reduced to a 
dull -white spot A little more flqultl 
slowly added, so as to avoid pouring 
an excess, and the flame becomes ab- 
solutely invisible. All that remains to 
be done Is to measure the height of 
the liquid in the glass, this being Bios' 
conveniently ascertained by, dippltif 
Into It a strip of pasteboard and then 
measuring the wet part. It should 
measure not over one Inch If the milk 
is pure. With'good quality milk, di- 
luted and tested as stated, the depth 
will be about seven-eighths of an inch 
before the flame is lost to view. A 
mixture of one volume of milk and a 
half 11 volume of water should BOOT 
a depth of one and a half inches. A 
depth of two Inches Indicates either 
partially skimmed wlllc or a mixture 
of one volume of good milk and one 
of water, and so on.
